for Taking Them From 
the Nests 
Section 1 of an Act approved March 


A Penalty 


6, 1879, makes it unlawful for any per- 


son, at any time, to kill or injure or to 
pursue with such intent, any sparrow, 
blue-bird, blue-jay, martin, thrush, 
mocking-bird, swallow, red - breast, 
cat-bird, wrea or humming bird, or to 
disturb the neat or eggs of said birds. 
The p2naity of violating any of the 
provisions of the section is a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $200, or 
imprisonment in the county jail fora 
term not exceeding six months, or by 
beth said fine and imprisonment, and 
the prosecuting witness is entitled to 
receive a fee equal to one-half of the 
amount of any such fine imposed on 
each conviction. 

This makes the robbing of birds’ 
nests unlawful and dangerous, and 
liable to get boys who disturb such 
nests into jail.

was great loss by fire. A big storm 
drove 145 wrecks on the British coast 
May 26, 1861. 

On June 26, 1875, 250 people were 
killed at Buda-Pesth, Hungary. In 
September of the same year a storm 
on the coast of Texas swept away many 
villages and caused an immense loss of 
life. On December 28, 1879, the Tay 
bridge in Scotland was blown down 
and over one hundred persons were 
killed. Destructive tornadces in the 
western part of this country caused 
great loss of life and property in April, 
1880. .

How to Make a Good Paste.
